— Three Visiting In Home Here 


A local woman sees her 
father on television arriving 
in the United States with 
Vietnam ese evacuees one 
evening and the next thing 
she hears from him is when 
he calls from Abilene where 
he has just flown in. With him 
are three of the evacuees. 
Delmar Parsley, father of 
Mrs. Barry (Loretta) Moore, 
who had been in Saigon for 
seven 
years 
with 
Pacific 
Architect and Engineers, had 
to leave there last October. 
When 
he 
learned 
that 
Am ericans 
could 
bring 
people out of Vietnam, he 
returned to locate 
friends 
there and make plans for 
their evacuation. 
Parsley worked with the 
Orangevale Assembly of God 
Church near Sacram ento, 
Calif., to get assistance in 
bringing the evacuees out 
Normal 
procedure 
usually 
took three months and a lot of 
money, he said 
American 
officials apparently did not 


expect the end to come so 
quickly, he surmised. 
Americans could stay in 
Vietnam for seven days at 
one time and then they had to 
leave the country. Parsley 
went to Vietnam April 2 and 
stayed 
the 
alloted 
time 
making 
arrangements. 
He 
then went to Singapore until 
he could return to Saigon. In 
Singapore he was 
again 
assisted by the Assembly of 
God Church 
When 
word 
came 
from 
President Ford to speed up 
the processing and get the 
people out of Saigon, he said 
that everything was handled 
quickly. In fact, he said, those 
in Tan Son Nhut were for­ 
bidden to leave to get others 
to bring with them 
He was able to bring out 
nine persons. A 68-year-old 
man who had been running 
from the communist for 25 
years, 
cam e 
with 
his 
daughter, 36, her two sons, 
ages eight and nine, and two 


other grandsons, 14 and 15 
They stayed in Sacramento, 
Calif., with friends of Parsley 
who will assist them 
in

sponsors 
in 
this 
country. 


With Parsley in Hamlin are 
a 25-year-old mother and her 
two children, a girl, 2, and a 
boy, 3 4 . The Moores met 
them Saturday evening in 
Abilene. 


Parsley and his group left 
Saigon April 27. They were in 
Guam April 27 , 28 and 29 for 
prelim inary 
processing. 
From there they next landed 
at the Marine base at El Toro. 
Calif., and went on to Camp 
Pendleton, one of the three 
processing centers in the U 
S. 
While visiting with the 
Moores, P arsley and the 
mother, Hue (pronounced 
Whey), the son Binh (Ben) 
and the daughter, Mai (My) 
are getting used to the time 
difference and resting 


Mrs. Moore said that the 
children were very shy at 
first but are now beginning to 
play. Binh is called ‘‘Bun’ by 
the family and he and the 
Moores’ son Fred Barry are 
finding 
a 
way 
of 
com ­ 
municating through play. 
Hue speaks some English. 
The 
Vietnam ese 
have 
been sustained on a diet of 
rice and fish but are adapting 
to A m erican foods 
Mrs. 
Moore said the only difficulty 
at mealtime had been when 
ham burgers were served. 
They did not really care for 
the hamburgers, she said. 
When Parsley’s position as 
f a c i lit ie s 
e n g in e e r in g 
m anager with 
PAE 
was 
terminated last October, he 
became actively engaged in 
an

A F R E S H S T A R T 
It is a deep relief to the United 
States that 
the Americans are 
safely out of Vietnam. The scenes 
of Vietnamese desperation, 
bit­ 
terness, 
and 
disarray 
that 
ac­ 
companied the final hours of the 
withdrawal were sorrowful to 
watch. 
But. given the extreme 
circumstances that attended the 
end of a 20-year involvement, the 
evacuation of the Americans and 
some 56,000 South Vietnamese was 
carried out as well as one might 
reasonably have expected. 
President Ford asks that the 
nation 
now 
“close ranks” 
and 
avoid recriminations. This surely 
does not mean that the lessons of 
Vietnam should not be analyzed 
and weighed, or that questions 
should not be asked about the 
administration’s handling of the 
denouement in Indo-China. Indeed 
they should But the probing should 
be done with a view to assimilating 
the war s lessons and applying 
them to future American policy. 
And it should be done objectively 
and fairly — not in the one-sided 
m anner 
of 
some 
television 
coverage, which showed only the 
human 
m isery 
and 
m ilitary 
mistakes of the war without even a 
mention o^ the nobler efforts of 
hundreds 
of 
A m ericans 
and

Classic-stvle secrecy is often 
required. But. in a world where the 
crucial problems are increasingly 
dealt with in international forum.

Austin — State Senator Ray 
Farabee successfully argued 
this week for a compromise 
that would take into account 
the rural areas of the state. 
The bill which was being 
considered would set state­ 
wide standards for am­ 
bulance service. 
During the course of Senate 
debate Farabee argued that 
many rural areas could not 
afford the cost of meeting the 
standards set out in the bill. 
Farabee noted, “ It’s im­ 
portant that the distinction be 
matte in legislation between 
the problems of some place 
like Houston or Dallas and 
areas like Jones County. The 
problems are vastly different 
and what can be afforded in 
Harris 
County 
can’t 
necessarily be afforded in our 
rural areas " 
S e n a t o r 
F a r a b e e ’s 
amendment 
to 
the 
bill 
exempts counties with a 
population of 25,000 or under 
from the rigorous standards 
set out in the legislation. 
Senator Farabee explained, 
"It is one thing to require 
these standards for an am­ 
bulance that makes 5. IO, or 


25 trips per day. 
. it is quite 
another thing to require that 
of an ambulance that makes 
substantially fewer trips, 
perhaps one or two trips per 
month 
My amendment 
to 
this 
legislation is simply an effort 
to more closely tailor this bill 
to the circumstances that 
exist in the rural areas and 
smaller cities The amend­ 
ment recognizes a difference 
in their economic capabilities 
and in the level of service 
they can provide With this 


change the bill allows large 
cities in metropolitan areas 
to meet these standards but it 
exempts smaller areas which 
simply couldn’t afford this 
and still have any kind of an 
ambulance service." 
Senator Farabee also noted 
that 
many 
volunteer 
organizations in rural areas, 
such as volunteer firemen, 
strive to provide ambulance 
service to areas that would 
otherwise be without it. 


Farabee said he thought it 
would be wrong to force these 
people 
to 
undergo 
the 
training 
requirem ents 
originally set out in the bill 
since the time and expense 
involved would be prohibitive 
for many of these volunteers. 
Farabee also said that if 
improvements were needed 
in ambulance service he 
hoped the state would work 
with local communities on a 
voluntary basis.

angler is, “How do you catch 
them?” 
This writer has questioned 
people in the know: 
Bob 
Kemp, Director of Fisheries 
for the Texas Parks and 
Wildlife Department; Lonnie 
Peters, 
Inland Fisheries 
Coordinator ; Larry Campbell 
of San Angelo, Leader for 
statewide walleye product- 
; o, and hatchery people and 
fishermen. 
Catching walleye is much 
like trying to please a 
mother-in-law 
Some days, 
yes; others, no. But, the fish 
can and will strike a lure or 
bait, although the fishing is 
difficult 
Walleye apparently have 
periods of peak activity. 
Daylight hours generally 
finds them in deep water, 
making trolling a productive 
method. 
Twilight 
(late 
evening or early in the 
morning) they are likely to be 
in shallow water, feeding, 
vulnerable to the angler 
Most of the anglers who fish 
Meredith. Cypress Springs, 
Garza-Little Elm and have 
been moderately successful 
say the best bet for trolling is 
a spinner and a live minnow 
SLOW is the key word Let 
the lure and bait bump the 
bottom now and then, just 
enough 
to keep 
the blade 
turning, get out into water 
more than IO to 15 feet deep, 


work near rock piles or down 
deep on flat open places Of 
course, a couple of minnows 
on a couple of snelled hooks 
with rod and reel, in deepest 


water, has produced many. 
Remember two things: A 
strong leader is a 
must 
because walleye have sharp 
teeth and are able to cut a 
line, and too, they are easily 
spooked. If you are casting 
shallower areas you might 
use the same type of spinner- 
mi nnow 
combi nat i on, 
SLOWLY, but be as quiet as 
possible. A walleye is as 
jumpy as a shot-at wild 
turkey, and they’ll leave the 
area if there is undue noise.

C lassic-stvle secrecy is often 
required But. lr. a world where the 
crucial problems are increasingly 
dealt with in international forum, 
there should be no uncertainty in 
Congress or among the public as to 
what the L.S. is up to. There is 
room for much more openness, as 
Mr. Ford has clearly recognized. 
Above all, may the U.S. not 
wallow in a sense of disaster 
because of Vietnam. This is not the 
end of everything and in fact it is 
time for a fresh beginning. There 
are new opportunities abroad for 
imaginative, creative policies. 
As one observer put it to us, 
America’s thinking about Asia in 
the past has been largely linked to 
its own strategic concerns; it has 
suffered 
from 
“ intellectual 
isolation. 
Now, perhaps, is the 
moment to deal with Asians in their 
terms — to find out what it is they 
want for themselves and from the 
United States. 
The 
Thais, 
the 
F ilipinos and others already are 
saying things, and it is clear they 
do not want the U.S. to abdicate its 
commitments or get out of Asia.

listening and take heart for the 
opportunities and challenges that 
lie ahead.

Austin 
State Senator Ray 
Farabee successfully argued 
this week for a compromise 
that would take into account 
the rural areas of the state. 
The bill which was being 
considered would set state­ 
wide standards for am­ 
bulance service. 
During the course of Senate 
debate Farabee argued that 
many rural areas could not 
afford the cost of meeting the 
standards set out in the bill 
Farabee noted, “ It’s im­ 
portant that the distinction be 
made in legislation between 
the problems of some place 
like Houston or Dallas and 
areas like Jones County. The 
problems are vastly different 
and what can be afforded in 
Harris 
County 
can’t 
necessarily be afforded rn our 
rural areas.” 
S e n a t o r 
F a r a b e e ’s 
amendment 
to 
the 
bill 
exempts counties with a 
population of 25,000 or under 
from the rigorous standards 
set out in the legislation. 
Senator Farabee explained, 
“ It is one thing to require 
these standards for an am­ 
bulance that makes 5, IO, or 
25 trips per day. 
. it is quite 
another thing to require that 
of an ambulance that makes 
substantially fewer trips, 
perhaps one or two trips per 
month 
My 
amendment 
to this 
legislation is simply an effort 
to more closely tailor this bill 
to the circumstances that 
exist in the rural areas and 
smaller cities The amend­ 
ment recognizes a difference 
in their economic capabilities 
and in the level of service 
they can provide With this 


change the bill allows large 
cities in metropolitan areas 
to meet these standards but it 
exempts smaller areas which 
simply couldn’t afford this 
and still have any kind of an 
ambulance service.” 
Senator Farabee also noted 
that 
many 
volunteer 
organizations in rural areas, 
such as volunteer firemen, 
strive to provide ambulance 
service to areas that would 
otherwise be without it. 


Farabee said he thought it 
would be wrong to force these 
people 
to 
undergo 
the 
training 
requirements 
originally set out in the bill 
since the time and expense 
involved would be prohibitive 
for many of these volunteers 
Farabee also said that if 
improvements were needed 
in ambulance service he 
hoped the state would work 
with local communities on a 
voluntary basis

Catching walleye is much 
like trying to please a 
mother-in-law 
Some days, 
yes; others, no. But, the fish 
can and will strike a lure or 
bait, although the fishing is 
difficult 
Walleye apparently have 
periods of peak activity. 
Daylight hours generally 
finds them in deep water, 
making trolling a productive 
method. 
Twilight 
(late 
evening or early in the 
morning) they are likely to be 
in shallow water, feeding, 
vulnerable to the angler 
Most of the anglers who fish 
Meredith. Cypress Springs. 
Garza-Little Elm and have 
been moderately successful 
say the best bet for trolling is 
a spinner and a live minnow 
SLOW is the key word Let 
the lure and bait bump the 
bottom now and then, just 
enough to keep the blade 
turning, get out into water 
more than IO to 15 feet deep, 
work near rock piles or down 
deep on flat open places Of 
course, a couple of minnows 
on a couple of snelled hooks 
Aith rod and reel, in deepest 


water, has produced many. 
Remember two things: A

line, and loo, they are easily 
spooked If you are casting 
shallower areas you might 
use the same type of spinner- 
minnow 
combination, 
SLOWLY, but be as quiet as 
possible 
A walleye is as 
jumpy as a 
shot-at wild 
turkey, and they’ll leave the 
area if there is undue noise 
Many of us remember 
some 40 year ago when no one 
really 
appreciated 
the 
largemouth bass because 
they were too temperamental 
about striking 
But they 
learned how. and so they will 
on walleye. It’s just a dif­ 
ferent type of fishing but for a 
highly desirable prize. 
Experiment with lures and 
with live bait You’ll learn. 
After all, more than 20 
million walleye were stocked 
last year,
